United States will decline the invita- 
tion of the powers at Genoa to parti- 
cipate in a conference at the Hague 
to discuss the Russian problem.

of the administration and 
Congress.

WILL BE FAILURE 


Entirely apart 
from the motives, 


however, which have 
prompted the 


request for American 
participation, 


the view is emphasized here that any 
conference such as proposed 
would 


be a failure unless 
Russia 
herself 


shows a disposition to change her at- 
titude. 
The notes of the soviet gov- 


ernment at Genoa together with re- 
cent pronouncements from 
Moscow 


have not been looked upon here as 
affording a sufficient basis for dealing 
with the Soviets. 


France has played a skillfull game. 


She has known that in the matter of 
recognizing Russia, the United States 
was as much if not more hostile to 
the ideas of the soviet as any coun- 
try in Europe. 
France has hitherto 


been accused of disrupting European 
concord and of standing in the way 
of economic reconstruction. Tiring of 
that cry and 
anticipating 
another 


flood of criticism for her stubborn re- 
fusal to concede the 
Russian view- 


point, the French diplomatists have 
insisted that they would do whatever 
the United States thought best. The 
appeal to America to participate in 
a Russian conference is 
based on' upon 
French 


as 
much 


hopes 
of 


aligning herself with America on the 
Russian question as it is on Lloyd 
George's 
desire to take the Genoa 


conference out of its present 
hope- 


less atmosphere and try anew at the 
Hague with the powerful 
voice of 


America at the council table.

cipate are received with no ent.hu 
siasm.

of Lackawanna by Bethlehem, which 
will be arranged by a stock transac- 
tion, details of which were to be ar- 
ranged probably late Tuesday. Except 
for a brief statement by President K. 
G. Grace of 
Bethlehem when 
the 


merger was announced, that it invol- 
ved no violation of the Sherman or 
Clayton acts, interested persons have 
made no comment on the action of 
the federal trade commission in re- 
questing information concerning the 
same before the deal was completed. 


The commission's action was taken 


as a result of a resolution introduced 
in the senate by Senator LaFollette, 
who charged that the 
combination 


was in restraint of trade and that to- 
gether with the proposed merger of 
six independent steel companies was 
the result of a secret understanding 
with the United States Steel corpora- 
tion. Thomas L. Chadborne, counsel 
for the six independent companies has 
issued a statement denying that the 
six 'companies merger was intended 
to effect a monoply or that it had any 
agreement 
with the 
United States 


Steel corporation. 
The only motive 


behind the combine, he explained, was 
a desire to lower costs of production, 
thereby increasing competition. 


Presidents andchairmen of the six 


companies conferred 
Tuesday with 


representatives of Kuhn, Loeb , and 
company, bankersr'to work out a plan 
of financing the combination. This 
%vill be accomplished by an exchange 
of cash and securitites and the reor- 
ganization of one of the largest com- 
panies or the formation of a new one.

Brier Hill Steel company, Inland Steel 
mompany. Steel and Tube company, 
Republic Iron nnd Steel company and 
the Midvale Steel and Ordnance com- 
pany.

foreign valuation, and that it would 
bo launched by those who "desire ex- 
cessively higher protective duties on 
manufactured articles."

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FARM BLOC AND RURAL CREDITS 


Twelve Republican and eleven Demo- 


cratic senators, forming the farm bloc. 
M-jlh Senator Capper o£ Kansas presiding. 
considered at a session last week the mat- 
ter of creating a financial system appli- 
cable to the specific needs of agrimlrure. 
Their plan. is. in general, to provide cre- 
dit to enable farmers to carry on their 
pursuits as a business. 


There is only one way to work out the 


financial problems of the farmer, and this 
is the right way. the way corresponding 
to sound economic principles. 
Any other 


scheme would fail to benefit the farmers: 
in fact, it would prove as detrimental to 
them as to the rest of the country. 


The financial requirements of agricul- 


ture are not difficult to meet, provided 
the fundamentals 
governing them are 


rightly considered. 
The bloc should not 


attempt to give long-term credit on a 
fchort-term basis, nor to treat slow assets 
the same as quick assets. 


There are two forms of long-term credit 


which come within the farmer's needs. 
One is for property and permanent im- 
provements. 
The ollipr is for the devel- 


opment of stock. 
The latter might be 


classified as medium-term credit. Grow- 
ing, harvesting and marketing r-rons are 
short-term credits. Loans to carry stocks 
from one season into th" next are the kind 
that result in capital losses: they are as 
speculative in nature as exchange trans- 
actions.

perts have been testifying to courts and 
commissions in different .states, in the pa^t 
few months, as to how much H young la- 
dy should 
spend yearly for clothins. 


Low much she could or .should live on. and 
so forth, and they have differed widely in 
their estimates. 


There is such a thing as a living wage, 


yet there is no standard living wage. 
There isawageju^tsnfficientto eke out ex- 
istence, a wage just sufficient for comfor- 
table living, a living and saving wane, 
•which allows for putting a little money in 
the bank. 
The standard wage is. presum- 


ably, the living and saving wasp, but it 
has not been adopted as a standard, and. 
though its principle is applicable every- 
where, it varies according to living costs 
in different cities and localities. 


What is a living wage for one family 


or person would not be a living wage for 
another. 
Many families get along with 


$1.100 a year, whereas many others need 
$1.500. S2.000. S5.UOO and $15.000. 
IMany individuals live on $700 a year, yet 
many others mu.st have $1.^00 or a few 
thousand.

has a different meaning, not only in terms 
of money, but in affairs of interest, to 
men, women and families in the several 
walks of life. 
Miss Diana has asked the

"Wertheim. petitions the court for $~5.- 
000 a year also for a younger daughter. 


Necessities should cost Miss Diana 


$9.500 a year—rent. $3,000; clothing,

For education $2.1-00 would do. hut she 
wants $5.000 for travel. 
What would 


be luxuries to most young ladies, but 
which are commonplace requirements 1o 
her, cost $8.000 a year, or nearly as much 
as the cost of living. 
The luxury items 


are: Horses, $3.000; sports, $1.500; 
entertainment. $1.500; and automobile 
$2.000. 
Tt is worthy of nole that the 


statement does not contemplate any sav- 
ing from this income. * 


A living wage is a debatable subject 


as * Uicory. So is extravagance, 
So is 


economy. But in reality the wage or in- 
come bears an inseparable relation to what 
a person or family is accustomed to. and 
what circumstances and environment may 
happen to be. 
The income is increased 


by industry, initiative, 
resourcefulness, 


grit and other qualities which distinguish 
those who are successful and who improve 
their lot in life.

Uninformed people still harbor z«. notion that con- 


sumption is incurable. Let's look into that. Now- 
adays we call it tuberculosis of the hingr, or pulnnn 
ary tuberculosis. The old time doctors lacked sov 
eral instruments of precision which we have now 
available for diagnosis, including the microscope, 
the stethoscope, and the fluoroscope Or Xray pic- 
tures, and so we are enabled to recognize or detect 
the disease in its earlier stage, before the lung Us 
sue is destroyed and before there is even great 
emaciation of the body; and with an earlier diag- 
nosis we are able to institute earlier treatment; 
and as the natural tendency in tuberculosis is to- 
ivard spontaneous recovery, if the patietn gets a fair 
chance, recovery is the usual -"thing nowadays in 
this disease. The old time doctors were practically 
powerless, because they were unable to determine 
lositively what the was matter until the disease 
had progressed to the third stage, cavity formation 
n the lungs, and by that time the patient's body 
was emaciated and the term "consumption" really 
applied. 


Compare the facts about lung tuberculosis with 


:he facts about cardio-vascular degeneration (the 
icart artery wearing out which brings so many 
careless persons up suddenly With hardened ar- 
eries. slow heart 
muscle 
failure, 
apoplexy or 


Sright's disease between the ages of 40 and 50 
•ears). 
There is no such thing as sudden heart 


disease. 
There is no such thing as sudden break- 


lown from overwork or business care or domestic 
vorry. No man or woman has a sudden stroke of 
paralysis out of a clear sky. 
That sudden fallacy 


is just an alibi. We prefer to ignore the many re- 
peated warnings we have for months and years be- 
fore the wreck. 
We like to jolly ourselves that 


these warning signals merely indicate the need of a 
tonic or a little nervous fatigue or digestive distur- 
bance or autointoxication or weak blood or what- 
ever the trend of the loudest nostrum exploitation 
of the moment happens to suggest, and in thus jolly- 
ing ourselves we are voluntarily assuming the posi- 
tion that the old time doctors and their patients 
assumed, namely, that the present impairment of 
health is merely a run down condition and calls 
for no particular care. In fact, we are rushing- right 
p&ft the signals and heading into a wreck. 


I am bound to say that we doctors haven't made 


such tangible progress in the early diagnosis of car- 
dio-vascular degeneration as we h?ve in the early 
diagnosis of lung tuberculosis. I must also confess 
that we are still in the habit of doiijg a great deal of 
quibbing in the early or "purely functional" stage 
of this disease. 
Thus, we find 
a 
comparatively 


youthful patient with an abnormally high blood 
pressure, so high that a life Insurance company 
will not grant the individual a policy, yet we permit 
the patient to go right along with the habits which 
are hastening him on toward th» wreck. Should we 
"throw a scare into him" about it then? Certainly 
not. 
But as certainly the victim should be clearly 


informed that a signal is a signal whether it actu- 
ally portends danger or not.

m a k e and

keep f o r several 
days after baking. 


They may be fill- 


e d w i t h 
many 


kinds 
of 
fllhngs 


and offer a differ- 
ent dessert with 
each 
filling. 
Or 


they may be used 
instead of a patty 
shell for creamed 


meat- or vegetables. 


This rule for puff shells will make 


12 medium puffs. 


PUFF SHELLS 


One cup 
boiling water, 
% cup 


butter, 1 cup flour, 3 eggs. 


Put water and butter in a per- 


fectly smooth sauce pan. Bring 
to 


the boiling point. ' When 
bubbling 


rapidly add the flour all" at once and 
stir vigorously 
over the fire until 


the mixture leaves the sides and bot- 
tom of the pan. 


The flour should be measured be- 


fore sifting. 
The 
cooked 
mixture 


should be perfectly smooth and very 
stiff. 
Let cool. 
Add one egg, un- 


beaten, and beat until the egg Is 
thoroughly mixed with the dough 
and the mixture is smooth. Add the 
second egg and beat as in the first 
instance. Add third egg and beat. 


The finished mixture must be very 


smooth. Each egg must be thor- 
oughly incorporated in 
the mixture 


before another egg be added. 
Drop 


from the spoon onto a buttered and 
floured baking- sheet and bake 
half 


an hour in a moderate o\en. 
Cool 


before splitting to fill. 
CREAM PUFF WITH CHOCOLATE 


SAUCE 


Make an 
opening in the side of 


each puff and fill with whipped cream, 
The cream should be slightly sweet- 


ened and flavored with vanilla. 
Serve 


on a plate with chocolate sauce pour- 
ed over. 


To make chocolate sauce, melt two 


squares baker's chocolate over hot 
water. 
Add one 
cup 
granulated 


sugar 
and, 
one-third 
cup 
boiling 


water. 
Dilute 
one 
teaspoon corn- 


starch in two tablespoon* cream and 
stir into hot mixture. Bring to boil- 
ing point and remove from fire. Add 
one-half teaspoon vanilla 
and 
let 


cool slightly to serve. 


COOKED CREAM FILLIN'G 


One cup milk, % cup sugar, 1 ta- 


blespoon butter, 2 eggs, 1 tablespoon 
cornstarch, ^ teaspoon vanilla. 


Heat milk in double boiler to the 


scalding point. Beat eggs with corn- 
starch. Add sugar to hot milk. Add 
butter and when milk reaches boil- 
ing point stir in egg mixture. Cook 
until thick. 
Remove from heat and 


let cool. Beat in vanilla and fill puffs 
with mixture. 
STRAWBERRY CREAM FILLING 
One-half cup butter, 1 cup pow 


dered sugar, 1 egg white, 
1 cup 


fresh strawberries. 


Beat butter to a cream and beat 


in three-quarters cup 
sugar. 
The 


mixture should be as smooth and 
creamy as hard sauce. Beat white 
of egg until stiff and 
dry 
with 
a 


whisk. 
Beat in 
remaining sugar. 


Fold egg mixture into first mixture 
and 
add berries 
slightly crushed. 


Mix carefully and use as filling for 
puffs. 


Puff shells are quite as nice to 


serve as the main course at a lun- 
cheon if filled with creamod meat or 
fish. Remove the top from the puff« 
to fill. Fill with creamed chicken 
and mushrooms, creams, tuna fish 
and pimentoes, creamed 
cweetbreads 


and truffles, creamed crab meat or 
shrimps.
